55 RHS students win MEAP money 


The Michigan Department of 
Education recently released the 
final tally for MEAP $2,500 Schol¬ 
arship winners for school districts 
across the state. 

Fifty-five students from Romu¬ 
lus High School’s Class of 2001 
have been awarded the Michigan 
Merit Scholarships valued at 
$2,500. 

To receive these scholarships, 
students had to score in LEVEL 1 
or LEVEL 2 on four parts of the 
Michigan Educational Assess¬ 
ment Program (MEAP) test ad¬ 
ministered to eleventh graders in 
the spring of2000. 

The subjects counted for the 
MEAP Scholarships are Mathe¬ 
matics, Science, Writing and 
Reading 

This total compares favorably 


with the 40 students who won 
scholarships last year 

Principal Dan Hurst noted that 
“we try very hard to analyse stu¬ 
dent results, communicate to our 
teachers where students need 
help and develop strategies to im¬ 
prove their scores.” 

Students initially take the 
MEAP test in the spring of their 
junior year, but can retake parts of 
the test during their senior year 

The 55 winners represented 30 
percent of the Class of 2001 mem¬ 
bership.

A five member committee is meeting this week to 
decide whether to lift that ban. People in Inkster 
have their fingers-crossed that a favorable decision 
will be made. It appeal's the only thing stopping the 
lady Vikings will be a decision that does not allow 
them to play in the play-offs. 

I Despite that possibility the lady Vikings play on. 
Mann, who took the Inkster job last year (which 
means he has never lost at Inkster), brought several 
players with him. Those girls combined with home¬ 
grown talent have made the Vikings the best team 
around. 

Amazingly, the team has not a senior on its roster 
Mann plays with one freshman, seven sophomores 
and five juniors. 

It could be a dynasty in the making. Let’s hope the 
MHSAA makes a favorable decision. The lady 
Vikings deserve the opportunity to play for a state ti¬ 
tle. Their fans deserve the opportunity to get excited 
over an incredible accomplishment 



A new low in local politics 


Since the 911 terrorist suicide 
attacks on the World Trade Center 
and Pentagon resulting in the 
deaths of thousands of innocent 
civilians, most Americans have 
drawn together in a spirit of coop- 
eration and voluntary self-re¬ 
straint political debate. Even in 
Washington, D.C. there has been a 
noticeable lack of bitter partisan¬ 
ship and name-calling amongst 
politicians. 

With only a few exceptions, 
there have been no attempts to ex¬ 
ploit the concerns (and fears) 
raised by the tragic deaths of the 
victims and subsequent revela¬ 
tions of the activities of potential 
terrorists in the country including 
Michigan. 

There have been allegations 
that the Mafia has moved into the 
rescue and recovery effort in New 
York to divert scrap metal from 
the disaster site for its own per¬ 
sonal gain Also, some sleazy char¬ 
acters have collected money sup¬ 
posedly for the relief effort for sur¬ 
vivors and victims’ families and 
pocketed the contributions from a 
grieving and generous public. 

But not until Tuesday of last 
week had politicians (at least in 
Michigan) joined with the mob¬ 
sters and con men in using the 
fears and heartbreak of the public 
for personal advantage. 

The FBI and other government 
agencies have disclosed that some 
potential terrorists have succeed¬ 
ed in getting licenses to transport 
materials classified as “haz¬ 
ardous” including truly dangerous 
materials such as dynamite and 
highly flammable and/or explo¬ 
sive chemicals. These facts have 
been widely covered by local and 
national media. 

Last week. Congressman David 
Bonior, as pail of his campaign for 



Michigan Governor, held a rally 
near the site of a preposed injec¬ 
tion well by EDS. The operation 
would accept industrial wastes, 
neutralize them and then seal 
them nearly a mile under the sur¬ 
face. The purpose of the rally was 
to highlight Bonior’s request to 
the Federal Aviation Agency 
(FAA) to ban “hazardous” indus¬ 
trial waste sites a reasonable dis¬ 
tance from airports. 

While a request to ban danger¬ 
ous materials from the vicinity of 
airports is itself reasonable, the 
rhetoric Bonior used to try to link 
the EDS operation to that catego¬ 
ry surpassed even demagoguery 
and slithered into the realm of 
manipulation of public apprehen¬ 
sions through use of a proven 
falsehood. 

Bonior characterized the in¬ 
dustrial wastes as ‘the most dan¬ 
gerous materials known to man,” 
presumably more dangerous than 
explosives, radioactive substances 
and biological toxins, none of 
which would be present in materi¬ 
als handled by EDS. 

In Bonior’s defense, it should 
be noted that the phrase he used 
originated with a local anti-well 
group witii political ambitions 
(RECAP) and was first put in print 
by State Rep Ray Basham in ma¬ 
terial he handed out at an earlier 
public hearing on the well 

The irony seemed to escape 
the crowd at the rally (comprised 


mostly of RECAP members and 
supporters and UAW retirees 
bused in from Taylor) that their 
rally was being held on Marathon 
Oil property with huge storage 
tanks of flammable and explosive 
gasoline in the background. 

Some local politicians also at¬ 
tended to lend what credibility 
they have left on the well issue to 
Bonior’s campaign rant against 
the well Romulus Council mem¬ 
ber Debbie Romak was there 
along with David Cox, the recalled 
Westland councilman and assis¬ 
tant to the Romulus mayor Taylor 
Mayor Greg Pitoniak also was in 
attendance. 

Earlier, R.P Lilly, a RECAP 
spokesman, had tried to tie the 
EDS well into a terrorist menace 
in an interview with the Detroit 
FYee Press. Lilly has been one of 
the RECAP activists implying that 
everyone from Governor Engler, 
The DEQ and any other support¬ 
ers of the well have been bought 
(bribed) by EDS. 

The truth is that the EPA DEQ 
and many others including this 
writer believe injection of the 
waste materials far below the 
drinking water aquifer is prefer¬ 
able to the present method of 
dumping the neutralized materi¬ 
als into the river and lake through 
the sewers. 

When Bonior was asked (by 
this writer) if he supported the 
present method, he replied, “they 
shouldn't be doing that either” Af¬ 
ter a pause he added, “there are 
other alternatives.” When asked 
to name an alternative, he refused 
and turned on his heel and 
walked away 

The rally ended when Romu¬ 
lus police dispersed the crowd no¬ 
tifying them they were trespassing 
on private property.
